piration of the Fifty-seventh Congress 
today, the curtain is rung down on 
the public career of one of the most 
popular and prominent statesmen that 
ever made their influence felt in the 
national legislative assembly—Sena- 
tor John P. Jones, of Nevada, who re- 
linquishes his seat to Francis 0. New- 
lands, chosen to succeed him at the 
last election. Senator Jones has been 
called the father of the senate, having 
served In that body continuously since 
1873, and completed his fifth term, a 
record that has been surpassed only 
by Senators Sherman, of Ohio and 
Morrill, of Vermont.

Columbus, O., March 3.—The su- 


preme court, today, decided that the 
voluntary relief association maintain- 
ed by various railroads in Ohio, are 
valid. The decision came in the case 
of the attorney general to oust the
